Out Among the Native Sons of the 
Desert. 

H. N. Rust, Indian Agent, accom- 
panied by his daughter, Miss E. L. 
Rust, Dr. Farrbee, agency physician, 
and Prof. Charles Beach, newly-ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Indian 
Schools, has returned from an extended 
trip, having visited all the reservations 
in Southern California south of Ban- 
ning, some 12 in number. To do this 
he has traveled over 600 miles with 
two pairs of horses, These reserva- 
tions are located far away from civili- 
zation in the mountains, some in al- 
most worthless cafions, where no white 
man ought to be willing to live, the 
Indians having been crowded ‘into 
these places by white men. To reac 
one such reservation the party. le 
wagons, and, with Indian ponies, rid- 
ing 25 miles, crossed a high ee 
ridge, finding the indians living u 
the edge of 
Yuma. The extreme southern reser- 
vation is at Campo, on the Mexican 
border, a few miles east of Tia Juana. 
The object of this journey was to learn 
just what kind of lands the Indian 
reservations are on, the condition of 
the Indians, examine existing schools, 
and secure the necessary information 
which a newly-appointe 
should have.

Today will be dedicated the First 
Congregational Church of Los Ange- 
les. The structure is on the southwest 
corner of Hill and Sixth streets, and is 
a striking example of the Renaissance 
style of architecture. Built of wood, it 
resembles stone from a distance. The 
roof is gabled on the Sixth-street side, 
and the wall on that street runs more 
on the line of the Romanesque. The 
central entrance is also on Sixth street, 
above which are three plain stained- 
glass windows, each about 4x15 
feet. The tower, which is above the 
corner entrance, is 80 feet high, and is 
surrounded by a minaret. The spire is 
circled by a gilded crown, and inall 
respects it is the most original of any 
in this city. There are also entrances 
on each corner. The entire body of 
the church is painted in a brown tint, 
the doors being of a dark green. 

As one enters the building, he is re- 
minded more of a vast lecture-room 
than of a church. The auditor- 
jum. is supplied with all the 
latest improved opera chairs, to the 
number of about 1200. There is no 

allery or choir loft, but the architects 
Save so arranged their plans that a 
gallery large enough to seat 500 per- 
sons can be easy annexed. The floor 
of the auditorium gradually rises from 
the rostrum, and every worshiper 
either on the sides or rear has that por- 
tion of the building in full view. The 
walls are not frescoed, but will be 
eventually. The principal feature 
from an architectural sense is the way 
the roof is girded. There are three 
large semi-circular arches or triple 
trusses, the center one having 
aspan of 56 feet. The three smaller 
arches or trusses on each side inter- 
sect with the mainones. The audi- 
torium trusses gre self-supporting, and 
no tie-rods are used or required; and 
this is the principal feature, as there 
are no girders to obstruct the view. 

The auditorium is 104x90 feet, the 
Sunday-school room, 60x35 feet, the in- 
fants’ room, 27x17 feet. The rostrum 
which is between the Sunday-school 
room and the auditorium, is 28x15 feet; 
they are divided by large samy 
doors. On the right of the rostrum 
— chamber, and kitchen be- 
yond. 

The pastor’s study occupies a simi- 
lar position on the opposite side, and 
a door from his room leads to the ros- 
trum. The library has also a room. 


The building is lighted from the rear 


and sides by stained-glass cathedral 
windows. ‘The artificial light is gas 
from two large reflectors in the center, 
suspended from the ceiling, and four 
on each side. The burners are con-

THE OUTLOOK. 


The Pan-American excursionists are 
taking time by the forelock and getting 
a pretty extensive glance at the indus- 
trial interests of the more eastern 
States of the country. They have 
doubtless discovered ere this that 
Yankeedom is a live quarter of the 
Union, rich in manufactares and in 
industrial enterprises of every variety; 
that the Yankees are also a progressive 
people — neglecting. nothing in the 
line of educational advancement, 
of scientific research or of mod- 
ern architectural beauty. They 
can but be impressed with 
the fact that American liberty is 
good for individuals and for nations. 
They must recognize also the fact of 
the progressiveness of Protestantism 
in a land free from priestly rule, and 
where every man’s conscience is a law 
unto himself in religious matters. 
Seeing what this Republic is, with its 
free schools, free press, free churches 
and free government, how rich, how 
prosperous, how progressive, bow har- 
monious and how happy, these foreign 
delegates can but go back to their own 
lands carrying with them new ideas 
that shall tend to the growth of larger 
freedom in the various governments 
which they represent. 

This visit among us must naturally 
lead also to a warmer feeling of friend- 
ship among American peoples and the 
adoption of many principles in com- 


fication of ideas and government 
polity such as shall make of the dif- 
erent peoples of this continent a great 
brotherhood of nations.

The Mormon Church is by no means 
an easy subject to grapple with. It 
has a tight grip upon depraved human 
nature in its midst.

Religious super- 
stition is one of the most difficult 
forces to deal with, Religious fanati- 
cism is amad frenzy that no reason 
can contro! and no law regulate. Soon- 
er or later it will have to be dealt with 
heroically, for it will take heroic treat- 
ment to pull up root and branch this 
overshadowing upas of Mormonism. “

The Home Missionary field is grow- 
ing in extent as the population of the 
country increases. The large influx of 
ignorant and untaught foreigners into 
this country calls for an increased de- 
mand for Christian effort on the part 
of the churches in this country. At 
the recent general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in New 
York city, it was stated that their 
Board of Missions had expended dur- 
ing the past year $113,342 for domestic 
missions, $41,162 to Indian missions, 
$31,646 to colored missions, and to 
foreign missions $141,628. In Texas 
there is a call for 16 more churches and 
for men as missionaries, and money 
to support them. Montana is also 
reaching out her hand for help, and so 
is Arkansas and other sections of the 
country. This missionary work is one 
of the great needs of free America, 
with its hundreds of thousands of 
foreign-born citizens. Our churches, 
our schools and our printing presses 
are the strong bulwarks of American 
liberty, and they must be sustained. 
These calls are significant. Christian- 
ity and human liberty are inseparable.

Spain, it is said, is practically half a 
century, at least, behind the other 
nations of Christendom. But Spain, it 
would seem, is at last awakening from 
her long, lethargic slumber. Late 
advices state that Bibles cannot be 
printed fast enough in Madrid to sat- 
isfy the demand for them in Spain. 
Put the Bible in the hands of the peo- 
ple and civilization will never roll 
backward.

The wheat crop of that country is two 
hundred million bushels short. The 
United States will, of course, be called 
upon to make up the deficiency. This 
scarcity will bring higher prices. It 
will be money in American pockets, 
but an added drain upon the toiling 
masses of the Old World, whose wages 
are but a few pennies per day, with 
many mouths to be fed. Life is hard 
to those toilers. It is existence with 
grinding care, with the heavy burdens 
of anxiety, and with the hopelessness 
which is born of no prospect of relief,

SIR CLAUS ON SELF-HELP. 


Claus Spreckels did not give our 
people very mgon encouragement in 
the matter of his establishing beet- 
sugar works in this section, but he vol- 
unteered some good advice. He sug- 
gested that our farmers do not wait for 
him at all, but go ahead on their own 
account, as the producers doin Ger- 
many, where they form a stock com- 
pany and erect a factory, often on 
money advanced by the banks. The 
same conditions,“ said Mr. Spreckels, 
it they exist. which would make this 
a favorable place for me to locate, 
would give you success. 

Mr. Spreckels’s advice is good, but 
there are several reasons why it is not 
likely to result in much substantial 
benefit to us. In the first place, a 
majority of our people are so tied up 
by the entanglements resulting from 
the boom that there is very little 
available cash for such enterprises; in 
the second place, those who have sufti- 
cient capital have become so ultra- 
conservative since the real-estate ex- 
citement that nothing less certain than 
loans on first-class real-estate security 
contents them, and thirdly, such under- 
takings, to be successful, require the 
direction of a master mind, who is not 
only thoroughly informed on the sub- 
ject, but also has an interest in the 
venture. Hence, we fear that for the 
present we must consider the beet- 
sugar enterprise as shelved, unless we 
can induce some other experienced 
capitalist to enter into the business. 
We could certainly afford to hold out 
great inducements to get a start made 
in the manufacturing ,enterprises. It 
is just what we need to give the needed 
fillip to business in this section. 


THAT DEEP WATER HARBOR. 


We referred a few days ago to the 
deep-water harbor convention at Den- 
ver. At that meeting, 13 delegates 
representing 13 States and Territories, 
discussed the practicability of obtain- 
ing an appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
a deep-water harbor, somewhere on 
the Texan coast. No agreement was 
reached, but a Deep-water Harbor 
Committee was appointed, to meet in 
Dallas on the 17th inst. The engi- 
néers, by virtue of an appropriation 
already made by Congress, have sur- 
veyed the Texan coast, and the report 
will be submitted to the next Congress. 
The following statement 1s made by 
one of the members: 


The total area of all the States an d Terri- 
tories west of the Mississippi, exclusive of 
Alaska, amounts to 1,840,505 square miles. 
East of the Mississippi the total area is 
1,187,859 square miles, or, the West is more 
than ove and one-half times as large as the 
here are 15,000,000 people west of 
the river, one-fourth of the population of 
the entire Union. The total appropriations 
of the Government for pubiic bulidings, 
rivers and harbors, roads and canals, light 
stations and beacons, forts, arsenals and 
armories from 1789 to 1886 amount to the 
vast sum of #426,794.810, or $7.11 for each 
inhabitant, basing the population of 186 
at 60,000,000. Of this enormous sum there 
was expended in the States east of the 
Mississ ppl, and the improve- 
ments of that river and tributaries and the 
State of Louisiana, 392,357. 778, and the 

eons ap ations, amounting to 
655,219, wh make at fair esti- 
mate $535,000,000 expended for public im- 
ts east of the Mississippi, or $11.- 
per capita. 

On the other hand, the States and 
Territories west of the Mississippi have 
only received $42,450,000, or $2.88 per 
head of population. In short, Texas 
wants $10,000,000 spent, and makes 
the following showing as a basis of the 
demand: 


The difference in favor of the Gulf over 
New York from 20 States and Territories 
amounts to 13,035 miles, averaging 651 
miles from each. The cost of transporta- 
tion by rail averages three-fourths of a cent 
per ton per mile; therefore, by saving 65 
miles of rail haul we save $4.88 ton upon 
our surplus products. It is apparent that if 
the West’s surplus ot breadstuffs and meats 
ot 1888, amounting to 24,935.235 tons, could 
have been sbi via the Gulf, the enor- 
mous sum of $121,683,946.80 would have 
been savea. We challenge the worid to 
show another investment of $10,000,000 (the 
amount estimated as necessary to * a 
perfect harbor) that will being in such 
grand returns. 


LITERARY GARBAGE, 


In a recent editorial, the Chicago 
Inter Ocean severely scores the modern 
school of salacious novel writers, who,for 
mercenary purposes, pander to prurient 
tastes. We quote the following forci- 
ble passages in relation to a class of 
literature which we trust has about 
run its course:

Marvel of Energy and Growth 

AMter the Great Fire—A City of 

Tents—Discomfort and Develop- 

‘ ment—Some Figures of Progress 
Labor and Living. 


SEATTLE (Wash.), Oct. 7.—[Corre- 
spondence of Tue TI us.] As an ex- 
ample of unmatched pluck and energy 
on the part of ber citizens, Seattle, 
“the Queen City of the Northwest” is 
preéminent. Visited by a most ter- 
rible calamity, which destroyed the 
entire business part of their city, her 


“citizens displayed a courage amount- 


tures, 


ing almost to heroism. The ruins of 
their blocks and well-filled warehouses 
had scarcely had time to cool before 
the work of removing the débris began 
and preparations for the foundations 
of new buildings were made. Now, 
the only traces of the great conflagra- 
tion are the charred timbers and piles 
on the flats and between the wharves 
atthe water front. Notwithstanding 
the great loss of property and the check 
given to trade by the disaster 
THE PROGRESS OF THE CITY 

during the past year has been remark- 
able. The population has increased 
from 19,000 to more than 30,000; the as- 
sessed valuation of property from $10,- 
000,000 to over $16,000,000. The total 
income of the city trom all sources was 
$205,659.59, as against $139,198.88 for 
the preceding year, an increase of 
$66,460.69. Great improvements have 
been made in the fire department; new 
horses, apparatus and hydrants have 
been provided; the engine-houses re- 
modeled; a paid fire department is to 
take the place of the former voluntary 
department; and a harbor fire-boat of 
great capacity and a complete fre- 
alarm system has been ordered. A 
new and elaborate system of water- 
works is being perfected, and the old 
system of sewers. is being taken out 
and replaced by a new one on a more 
complete anu effective plan. 

The lower part ot the city has been 
replatted. All of the principal streets 
in the business part have been 
widened to 100 teet, with broad side- 
walks, and some have been straight- 
ened so as to form long and beautiful 
avenues. <A large, open square bas 
been left in the very center of the busi- 
ness part of the city, in front of the 
old Occidental! Hotel, and wide streets 
will — in all directions from this

Last week the Sunset Telephone 


Company placed in position the last of 
\ the “monster telephone wire poles.”

Many of 
the blocks, however, show good work- 
manship, and will be ornaments to the 
city. eedless of winter, owners and 
contractors are making preparations 
to construct even more new buildings. 
Terrace, tenement and private dwell- 
ing-houses are going, up everywhere 
throughout the city. Contracts for these 
kinds of buildings amount already to $1,- 
600,000, and it is said that as much more 
will be ‘expended before Nag; 1890. 
The most of the building permits that 
are just now being issued are for what 
contractors call shacks.“ or buildings 
costing from %50 to 5500. These are 
merely intended to furnish shelter for 
the coming winter and to protect the 


various kinds of 


and merchandise. with the ‘tales 
season close at band, it is not a matter 
of surprise that work is rusbed and im- 
perfectly done. Owners, contractors 
and would-be tenants are alike anx- 
ious. The equineoctial storm of last 
week filled traders and shop-keepers 
with alarm, giving them a taste of 
what the rainy se has in store for 
them, and making the imperfect pro- 
tection of canvas roofs ruinously evi- 
dent. 

GREAT WAS THE DISCOMFORT 
in tent town, and the actual loss not a 
little. The wind in some cases played 
wild havoc with the dripping canvas, 
tearing huge holes in these frail roofs 
and admitting the rain in torrents. 
Hubbub and confusion of course fol- 
lowed, and all cierkdom flew to the 
reacue of the damaged contents. On 
election day (October Ist) workmen 
were busy repairing the torn tents and 
stretching flies above them to secure 
better protection from the coming rain. 
The prospect for these nomadic traders 
for the coming winter is not highly en- 
couraging, especially when the possi- 
bility of snow may make their situa- 
tion even more trying; yet, notwith- 
standing the fire and the disadvant- 
ages under which all business has 
been transacted, trade has steadily 
increased until it is now much 
greater than, ever before. On 
many of the brick buildings work 
has been stopped, either because 
of brick trusts and combinations and 
the want of material, or because of the 
approach of winter and rain. The 
last rain destroyed about 1,500,000 
molded, but unburnt, brick, exposed 
in the yards, and there was, con- 
sequently, a heavy loss to all of these 
yards, amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars. Since October Ist 
the weather has been excellent, and 
work throughout the city has hummed. 
In many instances, large flies are to be 
constructed over unfinished buildings, 
in order to protect work and work- 
men alike from the storm.

IN HIGH LATITUDES. 


A JOURNEY FROM LOS ANGELES 
TO ALASKA. 


From Victoria Northward—Ina the 
Gulf of Georgia—An Indian Bury- 
ing-ground — Queen Charlotte's 
Sound—Finlayson Channel.

Boarp SrrauEn GrodGr W. 
ELvER (Pacific Ocean), October, 1889.— 
[Special Correspondence of Tne Times. | 
Our steamer having taken on coal at 
Nanaimo on the trip up from Port- 
land, before calling at Tacoma, we left 
at Victoria, for some time to come, all 
Signs of modern civilization. There 
areno more cities to visit; no rail- 
roads, no telephones, no mails, no 
newspapers, no slightest echo from the 
busx world we have left. It is difficult 
in these days to gett so com- 
pletely away from all ‘ possi- 
ble chance of communication with 
the world in general, as can be 
done in the Alaskan tour. We fell 
asleep amid the phosphorescent won- 
ders of the Gulf of Georgia the even- 
ing after leaving Victoria, with the 
recollection of the bowery homet of the 
island city haunting our dreams, and 
the perfume of its flowers soothing 
our senses; and awakened in the Sey- 
mour Narrows, between Vancouver 
and the mainland of British Columbia, 
to realize that we were at last in the 
wilderness we sought. 
This passage is one of several along 
the route very narrow and difficult to 
navigate, owing to the rushing cur- 
rents, which pour through with such 
velocity as, at certain stages of the 
tide, renders the passage almost im- 
possible. it is seldom attempted ex- 
cept at high tide, which rises here 
some 14 feet. The smoothness of these 
inland waters is very deceptive. There 
are hidden rocks and shoals to encoun- 
ter, as well as the furious tides, and 
the tales we hear of different disasters 
that have occurred along the route we 
take, somewhat lessens the feeling of 
security with which we began the jour- 
ney. It was in Seymour Narrows the Sar- 
anac was lost in 1875. She attempted 
to pass at low tide, was whirled help- 
lessly onto a rock and sunk almost im- 
mediately, close to the Vancouver 
shore, where the crew camped until 
help reached them from Nanaimo. 
The shores approach closely at the 
Narrows, in one place the channel nar- 
rowing to 2700 feet. Here the channel 
was a succession of small whirlpools, 
and quantities of tangled kelp were 
circling about in the tiny maelstroms. 
There was a heavy fog, which lifted as 
we advanced, with most enchanting 
effect, now winding in and out like a 
filmy veil — the treetops, or lying 
in solid banks like snowdrifts against 
the wooded hills. Sométimes we caught 
a passing glimpse of a snowy peak 
through the broken outlines of the sur- 
rounding hills and the parting clouds 
of mist. At Alert Bay we passeda 
salmon cannery—the only sign of 
human habitation seen the entire day; 
though an occasional Indian, paddling 
his slender canoe close along the shore, 


and an Indian burying-ground, with 
its queer little houses and its totem 
poles, plainly seen through a glass, 
— evidence of native villages out of 
sight. | 

For 300 miles Vancouver’s Isiand 
shuts off the swells of the Pacific, but 
in the late afternoon we left its kindly 
shelter and struck the open sea at 
Queen Charlotte’s Sound. The little 
pamphlet issued by the steamship com- 
pany for the edification of tourists 
encourages the timid voyager with 
glowing statements of the delights of a 
sea voyage of several thousand miles, 
unattended with peril or seasickness, 
and the fascinated reader hardly notes 
the brief paragraph which acknowl- 
edges, with much frankness and few 
words, the fact that at certain points 
on the route the usually smooth water 
does become a little lumpy.“ Of the 
three points en route to which the un- 
assuming little adjective applies, 
Queen Charlotte’s Sound is the worst. 


It takes something over three hours to 


make the passage, but within 10 min- 
utes from the time we encountered its 
Jumps“ the saloon and decks of the 
Elder were almost deserted. Owing to 
the peculiar construction of the ship it 
is called the George W. Roller, in de- 
rision, and iis unhappy passengers can 
testify to the aptness of the title when- 
ever it encounters the unsheltered por- 
tion of the inland passage. ‘The writer 
was one of three ladies who kept on 
deck, and, maintaining her equilibrium 
by clinging to the iron bars of the sky- 
light on the upper deck, thoroughly en- 
joyed the rolling motion of the ship. 
At 10 o'clock p.m. the waters were 
smooth as a mirror once more. Some 
time during the night we felt the sbi 
rolling again in the crossing of Mill. 
bank Sound, but it was only for half 
an hour or so, and scarcely disturbed 
our slumbers. 

The first sound that greeted us on 
awaking the following morning was 
the music of falling waters. We found 
ourselves in a harrow passage be- 
tween precipitous banks, rising hun- 
dreds of feet on either side, and densely- 
wooded from the water’s edge. Down 
these dizzy heights a succession of 
foaming cascades were tumbling into 
the still, green depths below, that 
seemed more deep and dark and 
shadowy by contrast with the rush- 
ing, leaping, sparkling waterfalls. 
Some of these gleamed a mere thread 
of silver in the green woof of the for- 
est; others, starting from the very to 
of the dizziest cliffs, with many wind- 
ing curves and precipitous leaps, made

Fortune offered some of our most 
eminent scholars of the past day ex- 
tremely limited chances for education. 
„But the conscientious improvement of 
every possible opportunity enabled 
them to climb to absolute heights of 
ecience and learning. 

Our educational advantages, con- 
trasted with theirs, resembles a broad, 
deep stream in comparison to à Se- 
oinded little pool on some remote bill- 


among the trees. We were in the 
Finlayson Channel, a veritable fairy- 
land of wood and watertalls. Emerg- 
ing from this we entered Greenville 
Channel, so narrow is this channel, so 
straight its course, so compressed 
between its encompassing hills, it 
might be some mighty arti- 
ficial canal, rather than a portion of 
the great ocean, whoseswells are held 
back from its quiet depths by the pro- 
tecting barrier of Pitt Island. Such 
water! so still! so deep! so darkly 
green! Its lightest soundings 50 
fathoms deep, yet it reflects in its 


smooth surface every tint and tone of 
the woods and rocks about it as per- 
fectly as any mountain lake. At in- 
tervals a narrow wall of rock showed 
between the trees and water, as 
straight and smooth as a piece of ma- 
sonry and its beautifully mottled and 
veined surface looked like porphyry. 
Still the curling mists glided along the 


mountain sides like attendant ghosts! 
Still the flashing cataracts leaped 
down! as we went on the channel 


broadened, and the solid walls were 
broken up into islands, great and 
small, on either side the ship, among 
which the water wound in and out 


like a silver ribbon. Later on the wind 
rose and chilled us; white caps rough- 
ened the waves, and occasional dashes 
of rain drove us to the cabin. Among 
our fellow-passengers was a young 
lady teacher of the Sitka Missionary 
School. When we passed Metlahkatla 
in the afternoon she told us its his- 
tory, and when the weather drove us 
indoors she entertained us by reading 
an article written by its founder, giv- 
ing us an ideaot some of the customs 
and manners of the natives of this 
coast, and a better understanding of 
—— totem poles we saw in their burial 
places. 

The story of Metlahkatla is one that 
wakes the indignation of all who hear 
it, and the now almost deserted village 
stands a monument toa noble man’s 
years of unrecognized toil and entire 
self-sacrifice, and the blindness, intol- 
erance and bigotry that drove hima 
voluntary exile from the scene of his 
labors. Briefly set down, the story is 
as follows: 

In 1857 Mr. William Duncan was 
sent to British Columbia by the Eng- 
lish Missionary Society of London to 
work among the natives of this coast, 
leaving a lucrative position in England 
for the life of a missionary with a sal- 
ary of £100 a year. On reaching Fort 
Simpson, a trading P yo of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, 600 miles north of 
Victoria, where he expected to begin 
his labors, he was greatly discouraged 
by the reports he received of the bra- 
tal instincts and savage practices of 
the natives. He was urged to give up 
the attempt, assured that it would end 
only in his being murdered by the peo- 
ple he hoped to benefit. So little were 
the Indians trusted by the whites that 
they were never allowed to enter the 
fort for any purpose, and it was kept 
1 fortified aguinst any attack 
they might plan against it. 

These Indians were the Tsimpheans; 
cruel and fierce, believing in witch- 
craft, in the sorceries of the shamans, 
spirits; they prac polygamy, 
their daughters for base purposes and 
were addicted to cannibalism when op- 
portunity @ffered. Almost the first 
ar Mr. Duncan beheld from the top 
of the fort was a party of them tearing 
on epee and devouring raw the bod 
of a 
dered. 
Not even sights like these could de- 
ter this brave spirit from setting about 
his appointed task. For eight months 
he lingered in the shelter of the fort, 
gaining such knowledge of their lan- 
guage as he could from a friendly in- 
terpreter, and watching and studying 
them from his security to gain some 
idea of their manners and how best to 
approach them. Then he ventured 
among them, won their confidence and 
good will and commenced his efforts 
at teaching them the Christian religion. 
After some little time he opened a 
school, whieh was attended by 200 
aduits and children; but there were so 
many opposing influences to contend 
with in the traders, liquor-sellers and 
and the soldiers that he thought 
best to move the scene of his 
labors to Metlahkatla. Having by 
this time acquired great influence over 
the natives and convinced them thor- 
oughly that all his efforts were for 
their help and advancement, he set 


where the natives should be Anglicized 
as well as Christianized. He drew up 
a set of rules of morality and good be- 
havior to govern the conduct of all 
who were to become residents; organ- 
ized a village council, a force of police 
and a system of municipal taxation. 
They bua sawmill to prepare lum- 
ber, with which they built good houses 
and made sidewalks: they made sew- 
ers, built a schoolhouse, a house of en- 
tertainment for visiting Indians and a 
$10,000 church building. He estab- 
lished a coöperatve store, which 
greatly pleased the natives, built a 
cannery and carpenter and blacksmith 
shops, taught them to weave cloth and 
the manufacture and use of soap. 

In the accomplishment of all this 
many years had passed; to acquire all 
these arts which he taught them prac- 
tieally, he returned at intervals to 
Engiand, and like a kingly prototype 
who labored at ship-building, Mr. Dun- 
can made himself a master of tools, 
working at the forge, the bench, the 
loom, for the Sake of the people to 
whom he had devoted all his life and 
energies. He felt his way gradually, 
modifying their habits without sudden 
shock to their prejudices, élevating 
them slowly but surely. Once a day 
he required them to eat in a civilized 
manner, with kuives and forks, leav- 
ing them free to pursue their usual 
custom at other meals, with the result 
that, very soon, of their own free will, 
they adopted at all their meals the 
Boston“ manners of their teacher. 
Meanwhile a new generat had 
come into being, knowing no other 
mode of life than this better way. For 
25 years Mr. Duncan’s labors had 
been herculanean, and his face had 
seamed with care and his hair whit- 
ened with age. but his enthusiasm 
grew not old. He taught three hours 
daily in the school, looked after the 
Subbath-school, preached three times 
a week, settled all disputes and 721 
sided at all the village councils. Kind, 
but decided, he won: first, their re- 
spect, then their love, and as a natural 
result their obedignce and trust. 

Asaresult of his labor, he could 
show acleanly, well-built village, pop- 
ulated with 1200 thrifty, civilized, 
Christianized, educated, good-man- 
nered, well-dressed natives. whose 
parents, a quarter of a century before, 
were eating human flesh. 

Now came the beginning of trouble. 
Mr. Duncan was a layman, and would 
not take orders, believing he could do 
more good among these people in his 
own way. A clergyman from Victoria 
officiated in the higher offices of the

influences, the Mission rd sent out 
a bishop to Metlahkatla, who criticised 
at once the loose practices Of the 
church, and attempted introduce 
the ritualism of St. Padl’s into the 
worship of a people, who, one geuera- 
tion back, were brutal savaces. The 


— le were bewildered. Then the 
ishop made a demand for the accounts 
of the church, and even charged Mr. 
Duncan with having misappropriated 
funds. A faction ensued, sixty sided 
with the Bishop, 1000 were loyal to 
their leader, and the residue were fast 
drifting back into barbarism, disgusted 
with such a specimen of Christian 
practice. 

In order to be consistent, the Mig. 
sion Society sustained the bisbop and 
asked for a resignation from Mr. Dun- 
can, refusing to let him remove any of 
the buildings of the town, because he 
had no title to the lands they occu- 

ied. The Indians threatened vio- 

ence, and finding himself unable to 
arrange matters at Metlahkatla, Mr. 
Duncan resigned, and after much de- 
liberation, finding his people ready to 
go with him, it was decided to leave 
he place and found another colony on 
American soil. Permission was ob- 
tained to settle with his flock 
on Annette Island, belonging to 
the United States Government. 
The Secretary of the Treas- 
7 remitted all duties on their 
effects, and, aided by enerous hearts 
in the States, they left behind them 
home and native land, all the ma- 
terial accumulation of years, all for 
lore of one good man, in whom they 
rusted, and for freedom to worship God 
in their own manner. 

This was in 1887. The new colony is 
prospering. The old one stands silent 
enough with its empty houses, its de- 
serted shops, its unused thoroughfares, 
yet it speaks plainly to those that have 
ears to hear. The Bishop has lately 
returned to England, and the refugees 
have begun their work all over again 
under the shelter of oes fag. Since 
the days of Grand-pré there has been 
no sadder flitting than that of these 

r, plundered people; and in all the 
istory of missions, no record lixe this 
of the conversion and civilization of 
these Tsimphean Indians.

The Big Bend Scheme.

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LAY SERMONS. 


Nature has by the wayside many 
preachers—voices speaking to men who 
heed them not, eloquent though they 
are, with many lessons for our help. 

Yonder is a eucalyptus tree, thrust- 
ing its talltrunk upward eighty feet 
toward the blue dome of sky. How 
the lightest breeze sways its shimmer- 
ing leaves! How the sunlight glorifids 
its topmost boughs. The earth at its 
base lies in shadow, for the sun is go- 
ing down, but there is a golden glory 
upon its highest boughs. It leans 
above the earth, and seems to 


say, O earth, above thy shad- 
ows is the sunshine. Though 
you are in darkness. higher 
up the light still shines. I see beyond 


the west where the sun is sinking, and 
there is light there. I turn my face to 
the east, where, when the night has 
passed, a new dawn will brighten, an- 
other day appear. Only for a little 
time are the shadow and the night, 
and even they shall be lessened by the 
coming of the starlight. O, Earth! 
Earth! look up! 

How like faith is that monarch tree 
with its leaves breathing in the upper 
air! How gloriously free and un- 
shackled is it! How it drinks in the 
warmth of the sunshine, the purity of? 


the atmosphere! The passing breezes 
toy with its leaves but to 
give them strength. Slender 


though their stems, they are not 
broken, for they move with the 
breeze and float with the currents of 


air. O, if we were only like them! 


If we would but let faith lift us high, 
as the tree lifts its swaying boughs, 


where we could catch the light and 
glory of God’s love—if, instead of re- 
sisting His will, we would let our lives 
be swayed by His purposes and His 
love as the leaves are swayed by the 
breeze, we should never be broken by 
sorrow and disappointment any more 
than are the tiny stems of che leaves 
broken by the sweep of the winds 
which stir them. This is the lesson of 
faith which the trees teach us. And 


Still amother lesson do they preach. 


When the tempest comes, and 
black elouds of storm veil the heavens; 
when the winds are unloosed and the 
strong tempest bends them like a 


blade of grass, how their arms are 


tossed and shaken, and their giant 
tranks bend low like suppliants, and 
then lift themselves again erect 
against the tempest. How are 
strengthened the sturdy old trunks by 
such battlings, how sweeps with fresh 
vigor the circling sap through their 
veins! There is a new shimmer to 
their leaves, and a sound like the 
melody of a wind harp through their 
top-most boughs. So, for you, O. man, 
swept by the tempest of temptation, 


- bowed by the awful storm of trial and 


sorrow, yet helped by God’s grace to 
resist and conquer, when the storm has 


passed, and again you are lifted up 


where the clear, unhindered light of 
God’s love shines on you, you feel 
stronger for the tempest through which 
have passed, and which has 
brought spiritual health to your soul. 
Do you doubt God’s love? Come 
with me and look upon this tender 
little wayside flower. It brightens no 
garden; it is tended by no human 
hands. Not long ago it was but a dry 
and tiny seed. The winds blew it into 
its resting-place and covered it 
with sheltering particles of soil. The 
clouds gathered overhead and poured 
down the gentle rains to water it. 
Then again the winds blew and dis- 


persed the clouds. Soft and warm fell 


the sunlight upon it. The soil like a 
gentle mother nurtured it and soon its 
roots untolded and its tender leaves 
were lifted timidly above the ground. 
Day by day, warmed by the sunlight, 
nurtured by the soil, it grew, till by 
and by above its small green 
leaves the perfect blossoms un- 
folded to glad human eyes 
and brighten the earth. What is 
its voice to you? “If God so clothed 
the flowers of the field, how much 
more shall he clothe you, O, ye of little 
faith!” 
Yonder, beyond the hills, is a field 
of corn. Every day the stalks are 
lifted higher. Folded in its green 


sheath the ear appears, and then comes 


the full corn in the ear. Day by day 
it ripens until it is ready for the har- 
vest. Justso much moisture, just so 
much sunshine is needed for its per- 
fection. Does Nature know how 
much? No; but behind all Nature’s 
laws is the force of intelligent will. 
God gives the sunshine and the shower, 


and it is His bounty that bestows upon 


us the ripened grain. Open thy 
‘mouth wide and I will fill it,“ He 
saith to us from every field of corn 
and grain that covers the land. 

The vast sierra wall lifts itself be- 
yond the borders of the Angel city. 
How grand, and firm and majestic 
they rise, as if rested upon them the 
dome of eternal skies. Their bright 
crests catch the first golden gleam of 
the sunrise and the last shining beam 
of the departing day. Their rocky 
fronts proclaim their strength. How 
do they remind us of the hiding places 
of God's power, and as the eagle 
circles above them, his eye fixed upon 
the sun, and his strong pinions out- 
spread we are reminded of Jehovah’s 
promise. I will cover thee with my 
wings—in the shadow of my wings ye 
may trust.“ 

Climb to the heights about the city 
and cast your eyes over the extended 
landscape. Far and wide do the fer- 
tile plains stretch away, crowned with 
vineyards whose grapes are like the 
grapes of Eschol, with orchards lying 


upon the borders of wide pastures 


where the cattle feed; view the vast 
extent of sea, whose balmy breezes 
take from our summers their sultry 
heat, and if its billows are lashed by 
tempests and broken upon the 
shore, hear the voice saying, The 
Lord on high is mightier than the 
noise of many waters, yea than the 
mighty waves of the sea, and learn 
the unfailing lesson of trust. 5 
Are you a stranger among us, far 
from home, and weary and lonely, 


great line of encircling hills which are 
about us on every hand, and listen to 
the comforting words which they 
speak to you, “Like as the mountains 
are alound about Jerusalem; so is the 
Lord round about His people. 

Traverse the plains where our 
orchards lift themselves like emeralds 
to the sun; walk amid the green fields 
of alfalfa fed by living moisture, and 
still again to your ears comes the voice 
of blessed hope for the future: The 
Lord is my Shepherd, I shall not want.
